Wants police involvement in resolution

Linna Kuo believes the 
owners of a pair of German 
shepherd dogs she says threat 
ened her should face more 
punishment than they have so 
far 

She is unsatisfied with the 
$50 in fines that the owners ol 
the unleashed shepherds 
incurred. The owners were also 
charged fees from the Andover 
Animal Hospital for boarding 


the animals until they were 
picked up, and for the rabies 
shots that the hospital gives by 


law to every animal it receives 
without tags 

‘I'm considering filing a 
civil suit.” said Kuo 

Kuo wants the police to get 
involved. She says she’s left 
three voice mail messages [or 
animal control officer Wayne 
Nader since the Thursday, July 
25 incident. Lieutenant James 
Hashem, who says that Nader 
has been out on sick leave, 
returned Kuo’s call on Tuesday 
this week after she called 
Hashem directly. He said 
Nader would respond to her on 
Wednesday 

“Obviously she’s got a 
legitimate complaint,” said 
Hashem. 

The problem was, up to 
Tuesday when Kuo called 
Hashem directly, he couldn't 
find any record of Kuo’s name 
or phone number. Hashem said 
Nader had no voice mail mes- 
sage from Kuo that included 
her name and phone number. 


He listened to dispatcher’s 
tapes without success 

Kuo says she stopped in the 
morning of the attack and did 
n't leave her name. Police 
records indicated that the com- 
plaint of two loose German 
shepherds was received at 7:37 
a.m. Police responded to the 
complaint and brought the 
dogs to the animal hospital. 

Kuo said this week that she 
called the station back around 
10:30 a.m., leaving a full mes 
sage including her name ind 
phone number on Nader's 
voice mail. Hashem said he lis 
tened to the police tape ol 
incoming calls received within 
two hours of the Kuo’s initial 
complaint during the morning 
Kuo stopped in. By Kuo’s 
account, he wouldn't have 
heard her call. Hashem said for 
the police department, “We 
want to resolve the matter.” 

Kuo was walking het 
Wheaton terrier by the Bal- 
moral condominium building 
on Balmoral Street the morn- 
ing she was allegedly attacked. 
The dogs didn’t bite her, but 
one came at her and her dog, 
forcing Kuo to defend herself 
and her dog, she says 

Kuo says she weighs 102 
pounds and was upset that the 
large animals threatened het 
She believes that the dogs’ 
owners were present and stood 
by without helping her even 
when she screamed and kicked 
at the dog that allegedly came 
toward her.

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Pomps runs

Andover’s swimming hole, 
Pomps Pond, has reopened after 
being closed for two days last 
week because of high levels of 
bacteria and algae. 

It’s been business as usual 
this week at Pomps, a place to 
cool off for beachgoers and 
many day campers in various 
town recreation programs. 

“We've been checking the 
water every day and it is safe,” 
said Recreation Director Kim 
Stamas. 

After campers at Camp 
Maude Eaton, the Girl Scout 
camp located on the shores of 
Pomps, called the health depart- 
ment last Tuesday morning 
about blue-green algae along the 
shoreline, the daily water test 
showed that there was indeed a 
high algae count. The pond was 
closed last Tuesday, July 30 and 
Wednesday, July 31 (“Algae, 
bacteria close Pomps Pond,” 
Townsman, Aug. 1, page 1). 

The algae produces a toxin 
that can cause stomach prob- 
lems if swallowed. Copper sul- 
fate was added to the water to 
kill the algae 

Data provided by health 
director Everett Penney also 
showed the pond had 306 E. coli 
colonies per 100 milliliters, 
while 235 is the standard for 
swimming. High E. coli counts 
are not related to the presence of 
algae, says Penney, though both 
flourish under similar condi- 
tions. 

Stamas said a temporary shut 
down typically happens in late 
summer at Pomps. “We go 
through this every summer,” she 
said. 

Heat, humidity and sunlight 
combine for perfect algae breed- 
ing conditions 

Pomps closes for the season 
in 10 days. Sunday, Aug. 18, 1s 
the last day.

Everett Pen- 
ney, health director, says that 
since Eastern equine encephalitis 
was found in a mosquito neal 
Andover last week, additional 
traps have been put down. Infor- 
mation from those traps — show- 
ing if any more mosquitoes are 
found carrying the disease 
were expected Aug. 8 or 9. 

The state was already testing 
the Andover and Tewksbury 
areas thoroughly because of the 
number of birds found carrying 
the West Nile Virus last year. 
“We've got a lot of mosquitoes.

“They are 
slower than most meteors. They 
take longer to pass across the 
sky. You can appreciate them 
more.” said Pass. The Perseids 
have already begun falling, and 
the rate will continue to pick up 
through the weekend 

Pass has been profiled in the 
Townsman previously, perhaps 
most notably for his involve- 
ment with Apollo 11, which put 
Neil Armstrong on the moon 
Last September he helped the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory by 
sending them images regarding 
the Comet Borelli. “I did it for 
fun,” he said

tographs, the laboratory was

Stapinski, who has not yet 
filed a permit application 
with the ZBA, says concern 
over density won't be a prob- 
lem with his project. He has 
yet to name the proposed 
five-building development, 
which includes a community 
building to house a pool, 
jacuzzi, function room and 
administrative office. The 
units are one- and two-bed- 
room rentals 

Comprehensive permits, 
also known as 40B projects, 
fall under what some call the 
state’s “anti-snob law.” 

The law allows a housing 
developer to override local 
zoning in exchange for rent- 
ing or selling a percentage of 
the new units at an afford- 
able rate. If a community 
refuses to grant the permit, 
the developer can turn to the 
state Housing Appeals Com- 
mittee, which can easily 
overturn the community's 
decision if less than 10 per- 
cent of that community's

total housing stock is consid- 
ered affordable. 

In Stapinski’s project, 18 
of its 72 two-bedroom units 
would be rented at affordable 
rates. Six of its 24 one-bed- 
room units would also be 
affordable. 

Stapinski will seek a com- 
prehensive permit because 
the land on which he wants 
to put the project is zoned 
industrial, not residential. 

Years ago, Stapinski got

He decided that multi- 
family housing would be a 
fitting alternative - a good 
“transitional use” of the land, 
which sits between office 
buildings like PictureTel and 
private single family homes 
on River Road. 

“We don’t want to build a 
big Avalon building,” says 
Stapinski, referring to the 
comprehensive-permit pro- 
ject on the other end of River 
Road. “This will work great 
on the site. It’s not dense. We 
feel it’s the perfect transi- 
tional use.” 

Besides Avalon Bay, three 
other comprehensive permits 
have also been filed in town. 
The ZBA is almost ready to 
rule on projects called 
Coachman’s Ridge and Bal- 
lardvale Crossing. The devel- 
oper of a proposal called 
Wildwood Estates, which 
was denied by the ZBA, 1s 
currently protesting that deci- 
sion before the Housing 
Appeals Committee. 


Affordable housing example 


Concord advisor: Our 
developers must set 
aside land for town

Elm Brook, Concord’s 
affordable-housing develop- 
ment, started with the support of 
one selectman and grew into 12 
single-family homes thanks to 
teamwork, says Concord plan- 
ning director Marcia Ras- 
mussen. 

She spoke at a meeting of the 
Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee Monday to inspire 
the same kind of teamwork in 
Andover, a community that 
some say suffers from a lack of 
affordable housing and econom- 
ic diversity. 

In terms of Andover’s lack of 
affordable housing, Rasmussen 
urged the Housing Partnership 
Committee to consider a provi- 
sion similar to Concord’s, 
which requires developers to 
put aside some of their land for 
the town. 

“You at least then become a 
player. You can help direct the 
type of development that will 
occur,” she says. “You have to 
look at every opportunity. It’s 
looking at every creative solu- 
tion.” 

Concord made a commit- 
ment to affordable housing in 
the late ’80s, when, at the 
prompting of an out- 
spoken selectman, its 
Planning Board adopt- 
ed a provision that 
required developers to 
set aside a piece of 
their project for afford- 
able housing, says Ras- 
mussen. An alternative 
to giving land was giv- 
ing money. Concord 
received $250,000 
from two developers in 
such an exchange, 
which it deposited into 
a land-acquisition fund. 


That money would come in 
handy some years later, after 
another developer donated 12 
acres of open space to the town, 
to mitigate his request to rezone 
land from residential to industri- 
al. 

Concord combined that 
donated land and that chunk of 
money — along with financial 
gifts from private, anonymous 
donors and public neighbors, 
like Hanscom Air Field, to pur- 
sue the Elm Brook project. 

Many architectural drawings, 
Planning Board meetings, pub- 
lic hearings, neighborhood 
appeals and five Town Meeting 
votes later, Elm Brook was 
approved. A not-for-profit 
group called Concord Housing 
Trust erected 12 single-family 
homes with the help of many 
donated services. All 12 were 
filled with families by June. 

That method of working 
together is how Concord hopes 
to approach all its future hous- 
ing proposals, says Rasmussen. 

“Each development that 
comes in, we look at how it fits 
into Concord,” she says. “I 
don’t think there’s been one sin- 
gle vision.”

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Pomps Pond has begun charging people $5 to use its new, 
donated windsurfer for 30 minutes. 


Windsurfing 


Less than 17¢ per minute

Up until now, Pomps Pond 
has not exactly been the wind- 
surfing capital of the world. In 
fact, before one was donated to 
the pond about a month ago, it is 
possible that no one had ever 
tried windsurfing on the general- 
ly calm and serene waters. 

However, that could all be 
changing. 

“There has been a lot of initial 
interest (in the donated wind- 
surfer),” said Brian Parker, who 
oversees a fleet of canoes, 
kayaks, sailboats and a paddle- 
boat as the director of Pomps 
Pond. “But not a lot of people 
windsurf or know we have it.” 

Even Parker himself, who is 
more partial to sailing, admits 
that windsurfing is not some- 
thing he knows a great deal 
about. “Some people have actu- 
ally been giving us pointers,” he 
said. 

For the first month of its exis- 
tence at Pomps, the windsurfer 
was given free of charge to any- 
one who knew how to use it. 
Starting now, however, the wind- 
surfer will be rented out at a rate 
of $5 for every 30 minutes, pro- 
vided its user passes a swim test 


and talks to Parker beforehand. 
“Typically, if people come to 


rent sailboats or the windsurfer, | 


I’ll talk to them beforehand to 
make sure they have sailing (or 
windsurfing) experience,” Park- 
er said. 

For those people interested in 
other types of boating, a paddle- 
boat and a number of sailboats 
are also available at Pomps for 
the same price, while canoes and 


kayaks can be rented for $2 for | 


every 30 minutes. 


“Canoes and kayaks are espe- 


cially popular because everyone 
can do that,” Parker said. “It 
doesn’t take a lot of experience.” 

To take out a boat, all people 
must pass a swim test and 
promise to wear a life jacket at 
all times. The swim test involves 
swimming with a life jacket 
from the end of the dock to a 
floating raft, and then back to 
shore. 

For Parker, at least, this is a 
small price to pay for enjoying 
one of Andover’s greatest 
resources. 


“Overall, the pond is a great | 


place to spend the day,” he said.

Stadium changes Andover names 


past year has been difficult as the Internet 
company did not post a profit. It lost $1.7 
billion, compared to Gillette’s $9 billion in 
sales during the past year. Surrendering 
naming rights and renegotiating the naming 
contract will save CMGI some $86 million. 

In its heyday, CMGI cost $160 a share. 
Today, a share costs about 40 cents.

Vt. trip comes full circle for local man

All “life-safety systems,” such as fire 
alarms. will be complete before students enter the 
buildings. The auditorium, which will have the 
most work remaining, can be sealed off from stu- 
dents completely while workers finish. All other 
work that will create toxic fumes or notse will 
happen after school hours, when the students are 
not present, he said. At no time will students see 
or hear workers 

“The work won't go on (during daytime hours) 
if it in any way disrupts... the students’ educa- 
tion.” says Claudia Bach, schools superintendent 
and a member of the building committee.
